accommodate future Loop 303** traffic interchange 
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• RTP Phase I:  Construction to be completed in late 

2009

**RTP Phase I includes construction of Loop 303 west of I-17, 

initially as a four-lane divided highway



I-17/Dove Valley Interchange*:
• Connects Dove Valley Road with I-17
• Study and development of design to 30% 

completion to begin in 2006
• RTP Phase I**:  Phoenix, MAG & ADOT 

partnering to begin final design in 2007
• Construction completion in late 2009

I-17/Carefree Highway Interchange*:
• Extensive community input
• Partial cloverleaf
• Improvements before full construction begins

• Temporary Traffic Signal has been installed
• More pavement/more space
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• RTP Phase I:  Currently in final design stage, with 

completion of construction in 2009
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Carefree Highway to Anthem Way:
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• Additional environmental study may be required
• RTP Phase IV (2021-2026) funding to add third 

lane and a carpool lane in each direction
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• $1.1 billion
• RTP provides funding in Phase II (2011-2015) for 

design and Phase III (2016-2020) to begin
